It will be a ter¬ 
rible thing if the betrayals and treacheries exposed in 
the past few weeks, serve to chill the high and noble im¬ 
pulses of human beings. It will be a terrible thing if 
these kindlier impulses are to be replaced by narrow¬ 
eyed suspicion and doubt of man for man. 

It would be impossible for people on this continent to 
ignore the “quislings” of Norway and Belgium. Ger¬ 
mans received into those countries as penniless,-'starv¬ 
ing refugees were cared for, taught and brought up with 
a generosity which carried them into the very heart of 
national life. The reward of this trust and solicitude, 
was betrayal of the most revolting nature, made the 
more effective through familiarity with language, 
homes, customs and habits of mind. 

It. is worse than folly to dream that what has hap¬ 
pened in Norway and Belgium, may not exist in some 
degrees in England, or in our own country. People who 
have been accepted as immigrants, who have knocked at 
our gates, pleaded extremity of poverty or fear or eco¬ 
nomic stress, may prove ’to have entered for the sole 
purpose of betraying the countries which -have taken 
them in. The question is to what length are we as indi¬ 
viduals to go in our capacity for suspicion; to what de¬ 
gree are we to suppress kindly impulses and foster in 
their stead, hatred and suspicion. If we followed the 
Hitler code of morality we would be credulous fools to 
trust anyone of German or Italian birth. 

But it will he a dark day for Canadians if we permit- 
ourselves to harbor the poisonous acid of wholesale dis¬ 
trust, without any real cause. If we as individuals, 
spread false rumors, manufacture tales, cause wanton 
suffering to harmless people, in a zeal to stir up trouble, 
we are not only sinning against others, but worst of all, 
we are sinning against ourselves. We are developing a 
moral standard no better than that against which we 
are fighting. 

The public has been well advised to “keep its feet on 
the ground” in respect to the current fifth column alarm. 
If any man believes another to be guilty of traitorous 
intent, let him report to the R.C.M.P. or members of 
the Home Guard in his area. Let him not go peddling 
his suspicions tft the neighbors. The R.C.M.P. is much

calling upon Christian people to do everything possible to 
help win this war. Five voted against it and one asked that, 
as they might be the victims of attack, the names of “those 
who had the courage of their convictions” be not published. 
If English words are to be so misued we shall have to find 
new ones. If there is courage in not fighting the Nazis, 
then anyone can be a hero.If there is courage in voting that 
way, where is the courage in the fear that it may be fouhd 
out ? While it is hard to find courage in such a stand there 
should not be any difficulty in finding a conviction if the

But there must still be a large number of this element 
unnaturalized, still regarding some other country as 
“the homeland," and no mbre Canadian than they were 
ten, twenty or thirty years ago. when first they were 
admitted. 

'Any stern check-iip and repression of this outgo of 
money from Canada is foreign to the policy and prac¬ 
tice of a democratic country such as Canada, where 
freedom of action ha's bwrr the keynote. But one might 
suggest that it is amongst such people that trouble 
might most reasonably rise. 

On the other hand Canada has been enriched with ar 
entirely different type of settlement. These are the 
farm people from Scandinavian countries and rither 
parts of Euiope who have come to Canada with the sole 
idea of permanent settlement. They have become nat¬ 
uralized ak-kpeedily as possible and their hearts, hopes 
and future are with Canada.

1. Government re-organization Sqj»sj 
to secure a cessation for the duration 
of Partizan politics, as distinguished 
from constructive criticism of the war 
effort. 

• 2. Subsequent enactment of laws 
similar to those in Britain giving the 
re-organized government full powers 
to mobilize the full money and man¬ 
power of the nation.

4. Employment of every man and 
woman who can be of service in pro¬ 
duction of war material in co-ordinat¬ 
ed national effort. 

5. Appointment of national heads 
for such things as refugee problems, 
women’s volunteer work, and so on, to 
end the present muddled over-lapping 
confusion and waste. 4 

I am not now expressing" an opinion 
as to 'Whether the government reor¬ 
ganization should take the form of a 
national government, so-called. 

Personally I doubt that there is 
anyone in Canada who can secure as 
large a measure of parliamentary and 
public support as the present Prime 
Minister. j 

But the point is that it is not what 
Senator Dandurand or Senator Meigh- 
en predicts or even what happeu to 
any individual, it is to get, and get 
quickly, a parliamentary set-up which 
will end the negative bickering and 
suspicion and abuse and concentrate 
the whole national effort on positive 
results. 

In this war of nerves one of the ab¬ 
solute essentials is maintenance of 
public confidence. Whatever else the 
King government has done it has done 
a rotten job in publicity. 

The Canadian people to this day 
have never been made to understand 
that the British government, at the 
outset of the war, uid not really want 
actual divisions of fighting troops 
from Canada at all. The British gov¬ 
ernment wanted planes and pilots. 
Canada found herself unable oc unwil¬ 
ling to take the sufficiently drastic 
steps to produce those planes enougn 
in quantities which meant anything. 
The result was that our first division 
was sent, but without the equipment 
which really counts, in . modern war, 
chiefly for' publicity reasons. It was 
calculated its arrival in England 
would have an encouraging effect on 
the people of the whole Empire. 

As things have turned out the pres¬ 
ence in England right now of that di- 
vision is an extremely fortunate thing 
for the Empire. But the chief need is 
that voiced by the blood-stained sur- 
vivors of the Flanders army, on their 
arrival back in England. Give us

Existing Prices Right; Gov¬ 
ernment Should Not Enter 
Business; Free Play in Com¬ 
petition 


Much less has so far been demand¬ 
ed of Canadians, but one way in which 
they can give help is to buy war sav¬ 
ings certificates. It is the opportun¬ 
ity for those of small means to back 
up the nation with Ujtle sums of 
money which i/i the aggregate may 
mount to large sums. 

Aside from the patriotic angle, these 
certificates also encourage thrift and 
saving for the future. They will mean 
an investment which will bring good 
return, at a time when the individual 
ir.aj' seriously need it. 

The money contributed by this 
means helps to feed and equip the 
soldiers, to conserve their strength, 
and to assure them that at home the 
people are with them. 


,In welcoming the Scouts and their 
frineds to High River, Dr. W. C. Mc- 
Nichol, acting for the mayor, com¬ 
mended the leaders on their fine dis¬ 
play. He contrasted Scouting to the 
policies of European countries. Mr. P. 
C. Dougherty, district president, also 
welcomed thfe Scouts.

The McGillivray Royal Commission 
on the oil industry of Alberta, released 
its full report last week. It does not 
advise reduction in oi! or gas prices, 
nor the provincial government enter¬ 
ing'the oil business. 

The following are points that the 
commission emphasized: 

Hope for wider markets lies in re¬ 
duced transportation costs. 

The government is urged to ear¬ 
mark gas tax for the sole purpose of 
building and maintaining highways 
and to retain the 7 ct. tax. 

The government was advised to stay 
out of the oil business as such action 
would bring it into competition with 
its own people. A government mon¬ 
opoly would probably carry on busi¬ 
ness at greater cost. 

The Alberta public is adequately 
protected by competitive forces, but 
this competition should be watched by 
the government. 

Existing prices do not require to be 
reduced at the present time. Field 
price of crude should be increased 
from $1.20 to $1.28 a barrel, bringing 
additional revenue to producers of 
$580,000. 

It was recommended that a recon¬ 
stituted conservation board be given 
wider powers. 

Government domination was op¬ 
posed except powers regarding con¬ 
servation and proration. If crude oil 
production continues as in 1939, this 
would UBe up all present known re¬ 
serves in 14 years. 

Unit operation in the Valley was 
opposed, but if new pools are discov¬ 
ered the government should require 
unit operation. 

Measures were lecommended to cor¬ 
rect excessive spread in retail prices 
in smaller centre. 

It was stated that the spread be¬ 
tween refinery and wholesale market 
prices is not out of line. 

Farm tax refunds should be made 
on application supported by statutory 
declaration.

Increase of over 6,500 motor vehi¬ 
cles was registered in Alberta in 1939 
as compared to 1938, making the prov¬ 
ince fifth in Canada in number of au¬ 
tos and trucks, according to figures re 
leased by the Dominion Bureau of 
Statistics. 

In 1939, 113,702 vehicles were reg¬ 
istered, an increase of 6,611 over the 
total of 107,191 in 1938. Alberta’s in 
crease, 6.1 percent, was third in the 
Dominion,. Saskatchewan being first 
with a 9.2 percent gain, and Yukoi 
second with 8.5 percent increase. 
There are now 371 vehicles in the Yu¬ 
kon.
